14 After the effective date of this act, a code city may designate a
15 manufactured housing community as a nonconforming use, but may not
16 order the removal or phased elimination of an existing manufactured
17 housing community because of its status as a nonconforming use.

 2 to read as follows:
 3 After the effective date of this act, a county may designate a
 4 manufactured housing community as a nonconforming use, but may not
 5 order the removal or phased elimination of an existing manufactured
 6 housing community because of its status as a nonconforming use.
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
